LSD Babies 


How often have followers of the New Mer* 
ality defended use of marijuana. ESP, and other 
drugs by saying: “It’s all right, so long as it. 
doesn’t hurt anybody else.” 
Well, if this standard and none other is ap­ 
plied to the use of LSD, it now becomes clear 
that the drug must be strictly regulated and 
kept out of the hands of thrill-seekers. Evidence 
is becoming conclusive that this hallucinogenic 
drug is not only destructive of the person who 
uses it but also of his unborn children. 
Writing in the Journal 
of the American 
Medcial Association, three well-qualified doctors 
conclude that use of 
LSI) may damage the 
chromosodes of parents and thus lead to serious 
birth defects. 
The three doctors, all of the Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine at the City College of New 
York, cite in particular the case of a badly mal­ 
formed infant who died shortly after birth. 


Both parents had taken several doses of 
LSD. in the father’s case four years before the 
child’s birth and in the mother’s case nine 
months before conception. Both parents were 
found to have chromosome breaks. 
The mother had also used marijuana, bar­ 
biturates, and methedrine during pregnancy. 
but none of these drugs had been found to cause 
chromosome damage, the doctors said. 
Neither the father nor the mother was 
aware of any congenital defects in the family. 
According to 
the doctors, 
chromosomal 
damage in both parents resulted in the infant 
being born with low-set ears, a broad nose with 
a prominent bridge, poorly formed wrists, a left 
hand with four fingers, a right hand with six 
fingers, loose skin on both hands, and numerous 
internal defects. 
The child died of respiratory distress nine 
hours after birth. 


Other medical authorities have reached the 
same conclusion concerning use of LSD: It may 
cause chromosome breaks, and such damage ap­ 
pears to be permanent. 
This is a story which needs to be recited 
again and again in homes, schools, and churches. 
Young people must be made aware of the possi­ 
ble consequences of thrill-seeking experiments 
with LSD. 
It is a story, too, which should cause the 
public to demand stricter control over produc­ 
tion and availability of the drug. 


Restricting The Press 


First the lawyers and now the psychiatrists 
are telling the news media that freedom of the 
press should be restricted. 
If certain elements in the American Bar 
Association had it their way, the public would 
learn almost nothing about a crime until long 
after its commission — after the suspect had 
been taken to trial and found guilty or innocent. 
The lawyers claim, of course, that they 
merely want to protest the rights of the defen­ 
dant which they say are infringed upon by pre­ 
trial publicity. The fact that publicity generated 
by the press often helps the cause of justice goes 
unmentioned by the factions who wish to si­ 
lence or stifle the voice of the press. 
A psychiatrist has now' jumped into the at­ 
tack on the news media and suggests that the 
government should license reporters. The re­ 
marks of Dr. W. Walter Menninger cannot be 
passed off as the opinion of a single psychiatrist. 
Ile is a member of the blue-ribbon National 
Commission on the Causes of Crime and Vio­ 
lence, established at request of the White House. 
Dr. Menninger is saying that some mem­ 
bers of the press are unfit to report the news. 
This is undoubtedly true, but there are a few’ 
incompetents in every field. Does this mean 
they should be controlled by the state? 
Dr. Menninger could use the broom on his 
own profession. 
A group of his cohorts thought nothing of 
“analyzing” former presidential candidate Bar­ 
ry Coldwater through the mail. Their own psy­ 
chiatric association 
denounced the 
poll as a 
fraud yet presumably none of these “licensed” 
practioners has been stripped of his couch by 
the profession. 
More to the point, however, is the fact that 
a press regulated by the government is not free. 
The power of licensing is too susceptible to cor­ 
ruption. 
The temptation to license only friends of 
the government undoubtedly 
wrould 
be too 
strong to resist. 


Peninsula Potpourri 
The economic impact of the second running 
of the International 500-mile snowmobile classic 
at Sault Ste. Marie amounted to $935,000. In 
a letter from Data Processing, a ^ault-based 
firm, to International 500 committees, figures 
indicate that 75 per cent of the impact came 
from clients seeking food, lodging and service 
station services. 19 per cent from secondary 
services such as entertainment and the remain­ 
ing 6 per cent by other firms in that area. The 
period of analysis ran from Jan. 28-Feb. 9 and 
also showed an impact on communities as far 
south as St. Ignace and as far west as Mar­ 
quette. 


Countryside Homes, Inc., of Norway has 
completed five Rhode Island model homes for 
containerized home shipment to Puerto Rico Re­ 
sort Homes of Santa Rosa, Puerto Rico.

Labor, Conservatives 
Oppose Welfare Plan 


Bt JOHN CHAMBERLAIN 
Don’t look now, but there 
may be a strange axis in the 
making: the AFL-CIO seems 
to be finding common cause 
with the American Conserva­ 
tive Union in opposing Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon’s scheme 
to guarantee every American 
family of four a basic income 
of $1,600. 
The motives for the opposi­ 
tion, to be sure, are not pre­ 
cisely the same in both eases. 
The conservatives are wor­ 
ried about the cost of the Nix­ 
on program, which, according 
to ACU accountants, will add 
12 million people to welfare 
rolls and $10 billion — or $275 
a year in additional taxes per 
working family — to the cur­ 
rent welfare bill. 
The AFL-CIO, in one of its 
midwinter communiques from 
Miami Beach conference head­ 
quarters, fears that if welfare 
recipients were compelled to 
re in te r for jobs in order to 
get the new basic income pay­ 
ments, it would be a signal to 
the unscrupulous employer to 
offer substandard wages. The 
employer might figure that the 
government stood ready to sub­ 
sidize part of the wage bill. 
Whether the ACU and tile 
AFL-CIO can get together on 
a Capitol Hill lobbying effort 
to defeat the Nixon plan is 
debatable. But there have been 
stranger “united fronts” in re­ 
cent legislative history. Who, 
a year ago, would have be­ 
lieved that Sen. John Stennis 
of Mississippi and Sen. Abe 
Ribicoff of Connecticut would 
take the same legislative stand 
on a school integration issue?

The AFL-CIO. 
whether 
it 
knows it or not, is basing its 
objections to the Nixon pro­ 
posal on reasoning offered by 
the new capitalist class at the 


very dawn of the industrial 
revolution in England. The 18th 
century English poor law was 
very similar to the Nixon idea 
of the guaranteed family al­ 
lowance. According to a stan­ 
dard worked out by the magis­ 
trates of Speenhamland in the 
agricultural county of Berk­ 
shire, 
farm 
laborers 
were 
granted 
subsidies 
in 
aid 
of 
wages any time the price of 
bread exceeded a certain figure. 
The Sheenhamland scale was 
accepted over most of England 
as the proper guarantee of the 
“right to live.” 
Naturally, the land owners 
of the time used the Speenham­ 
land payments as an excuse to 
keep farm wages down. But, 
more significantly, country folk 
who could count on a minimum 
in their traditional surround­ 
ings had no incentive to take 
jobs at the new factories in 
Manchester. The industrial rev­ 
olution couldn’t find a working 
class until the Speenhamland 
law was repealed.

Theoretically, 
if 
tire 
18th 
century landowners had been 
compelled to pay a high mini­ 
mum wage. there would have 
been no need of Speenhamland. 
But British 
farmers 
on 
the 
margin would have gone out of 
business (and this on the eve 
of tile Napoleonic wars!), and 
the industrial revolution would 
still have had terrible growing 
pains. 
Who knows, if the Speenham­ 
land systtem had been main­ 
tained, or if an agricultural 
minimum wage had been sub­ 
stituted for it, the industrial 
revolution 
might 
have 
been 
long delayed—and there might 
not by any AFL-CIO today. 
The fact that the ACU and 
the AFL-CIO are both against 
the Nixon guaranteed income 
payments, though for entirely 


different reasons, reveals some 
of the dangers of monkeying 
too extensively with tile

Does 
anyone 
really 
know 
what a guaranteed annual in­ 
come divorced from the “m ar­ 
ket” would entail? 
If it were accompanied by a 
rise in the current minimum 
w'age from $1.60 to $2 an hour, 
the ACU’s fears that nobody 
would rush to offer jobs to 
welfare workers under the Nix­ 
on 
plan 
of 
“work-or-else” 
might all too easily come true. 
Instead of floating people off 
into a productive economic sys­ 
tem. 
the 
Nixon 
guarantees 
might have to be extended to 
an even 
greater number on 
welfare. 
On the other hand, if the 
“work-or-else” compulsion of 
the guaranteed 
income 
plan 
were enforced at a low wage 
standard, the inflationary or 
high tax consequences of the 
needed supplements might be 
all that the ACU predicts. A 
government dedicated to p ay ­ 
ing an important part of the 
total wage bill would be in a 
bad way for raising funds for 
other purposes.

The Administration, accord­ 
ing to the ACU, has promised 
that it “has no intention of 
using its welfare reform pro­ 
gram to create a cheap labor 
market.” But the ACU adds 
that 
the “inescapable conse­ 
quence is a ‘no-labor’ m arket.” 
The AFL-CIO couldn't like 
that either; it has pronounced, 
in Miami Beach, that ‘people 
cannot be forced into jobs that 
dc not exist, they can’t take 
training programs that am ’t yet 
functioning or put their chil­ 
dren in day care centers that 
haven’t been built.”
